London, Maroh 27.— Mi-ssra. "Wolmar- 
an.-i, Fischer and Wessels, the peace ou- 
voy.s from the federal forces are due ut 
Naples iu a few days. -Vfter visitiiif! 
two or three Buropcnn capitals they will 
Ko to New York by way ot Antwerp. It 
is understood at the Hague that tliey are 
inve.sted with larne power anil are pre- 
pared to agree to anything looking to 
intervoutioii. The 'riiiie« prints a state- 
ment from Capetown to the elTei t that 
the Boers after dedueling their heavy 
losses are probably tiuuble uuw to put 
more than 30,000 men on the lighting 
line. 

Loudon, JIarcb 27. — Mr. Spencer ^Vilk- 
inson in the .Morning I'ost to-day wariifi 
the public agaiii.-<t lilindiiiK themselves to 
tlie niagiiituiie of the task which lias yet 
to be pcrtonned iu South Africa. He 
then rofi'i-c; to the fact that an imuieii.'-e 
distance has to be traversed and pointn 
out that only the smaller portion of ihe 
Kree Slate has yet been touched by the 
liritish. it is iiuili' jiossible, he says, 
"tluit the IliierH ni:iy lie able lo prolong 
the (.aniiiaign for f;everal moiitlis and 
llie l!rili>di advance though it must have 
a crusliiiig elTect fan tie carried on only 
by the iiersisteiil exertions of those in the 
field anil those nt home. 

".Vnotlier task which does not appear 
to grow caKier on nearer acquaintance is 
the (^ettleiiieni of districtii disturbed hy 
relielliiiii. 'I he pacification oiust bc dif- 
ticuit owing to their vast extent. Little 
can be douc until Sir Alfred Mllncr 
causes to be anoounced the gorcrnmcnt's 
decision as to how the rebels shall bc 
treated, and bow loyal coloniKts are to 
bc corapcnsatcd for loeses. There should 
be, of course, no policy of revenge, nor 
will the government forget that its first 
duty to itself is to vindicate its authority. 
The sooner decisions are announced, the 
sooner will the troubles diminish." 

Mr. AViiiston Cliurchill in a despatcii 
lhi« nioraiiig from Capetown urges a 
generous ami forgiving policy toward the 
rebels instead of yielding to tlie demands 
of the loyalists for severe treatment. He 
says: '"The Dutch traitor is les.s black 
than Ihe renegade British born burgher, 
but botli are the results of onr own niis- 
t.'ikes ami of erimcHi in Africa in former 
years. T'likws iictiially caught fighting, 
rebels should be treated with the Utmost 
leniency and generosity." 

Tlie iiloeinfontcin corresponilont of the 
Morning Post telegraphing Sunday says: 
"I learn that Mr. Steyn lied ag.iinst liis 
own judgment and on the persuasion of 
Mr. Fiselier that duty to liis couiury re- 
quireil that ho should remain uncaptured 
as iong afi resistance ^vas possible."

THE M.AINB'S HOME TRIP. 

Gen. Buller Says She Confers Greatest 
Benefit by Thus Relieving 
Crowded Hospitals. 

Loudon, March 27.— In response to 
the executive committee's request that 
the Anu?rican hospital ship Maine be 
pormilted to remain in South African 
waters. Gen. Buller has cabled as fol- 
lows from Lady smith: " AVe think the 
ship iu going to England confer.s the 
greatest benefit upon the sick and 
wounded, as with her excellent medical 
staff she best aids in that way the 
evacuation ot bad cases from our con- 
ges-ted hospitals. Tlie Trojan and 
Spartan are ample for local transfers. 
If the Maine goes we liojie she will rc- 
t^irn as aooii as possible." 

GERMAN NAVAL INCREASE. 

Berlin, Alareh 27.— The budget com- 
mittee of the reielistag to-day com- 
menced to debate the naval bill. Count 
von Buelow, minister of foreign affairs, 
made a cotifidential statement, showing 
that a'hUli'OB to the fleet were impero- 
tively mr-essary to assure the main- 
tenance ot a pacific policy. Admiral 
Tirpitz, secretary of the navy, mode a 
isimilar statemont. The rest of the 
session was devoted to on exchange of 
views regarding foreign politics.

It is idle to 
I clamor for public improvements unless 
I we are [irepared to pay for them. It 
is idh' to tind faidt with the municipal 
authorities because tliey do not give us 
••fl.rtO worth of improvement for every 
I If Victoria is to have " all the 
inodiTU improvements " her ratepayers 
j uiust be pretiared to put up with niod 
ern luxation.

There is a strong and jjrowinK feelin 
nmouK those in the I'niled Slat.-s best 
able to fonu an opinion that a tele- 
graphic cable to Alaska has become a 
; necessity. The Post-IntelliKeaeer says 
it is " .'i military and alrciidy almust a 
' commercial necessity." We should be 
inclined 'to put the case tlie other way, 
and say that It is a commercial and 
already almost a military necessity. 
I The suggestion is that the cable should 
j run direct to Thitch Harbor and bine 
branches to otlu>r points in .\laska. 
i This is, We suppose, to avoid placint; 

the line anywhere within easy reach of 
' our territory. It will add very greatly 
I to the expense of providing connection 
' with the northern counti and much 
ilelay the consummation of the project, 
' and yet it is not easy to see that the 
I United States government could be 
asked to undertake a project that would 
involve the use of lines through I?ritisli 
(.'olumbia. It occurs to us thai Sitka or 
some other point on the outermost rim 
of the Alaska archipelago would be a 
I better point for the landing of the cable 
I than Duti'h Harbor. If the latter is 
I selected, n liin.' will have to be laid back 
! to .Sitka, whereas if the cable were car- 
' tied directly into Sitka from Cape Flat- 
. tery it could be extcuded thence to 
j Dutch Harbor. 

I Southeastern Alaska will not have to

; tion. Before it will be possible for the 
' proposed cable to bo laid, the Canadian

BRITAIN AS A WAR PDWBK. 

The Boston Herald tells, itfS readers 
that Great Britain will coine out of the 
South African war "greatly etrengthen- 
erl as a war power." The action of Can- 
ada and Australia has added twenty- 
live per cent, to the lighting force of the 
Empire, that is, it has raised the popula- 
tion available as n source of supply from 
•lO,OlX),000 to 50,000,000. Moreover the 
Heriild points out that the assistance of 
the cobjuies was not proffered under the 
stimulus of great success, but iu the face 
of serious checks. When the Canadians 
and Australians showed the greatest 
eagerness to go to the front "it looked as 
if enlistment in the Brili-sh army wmild 
too probably mean death in a lost 
liatlle or imprisonment for an iiidelinite 
period in Pretoria." Tlie Herald thinks 
that the spirit which rendered this poe- 
siblo Is among the most remarkable things 
brought to light by the war. 

Oar Boston contempurary, having paiil 
its tribute to colonial loyally, goes on to 
speak of the dark-skinned racea, who dis- 
played almost equal eagerness to fight the 
battles of their t)ueen ami Empress. AVe 
have, or will h.ave in the course of a 
tihori tiiTie, liOO.OOO men under arms in 
.South Afiie.i. all of them white men. 
speaking the Englisli language; but if we 
had wished to do so, we could have li.id 
a million nu-n of all shades of color and 
speaking a babid of languages, men Mho 
ii.-e the e(iuals of any [leople iu the world 
for personal courage, iteports from In- 
dia tell that in the hour when it Beenicd 
probable that disaster might befall our 
arms the native princes olTered noldiers 
for service by the thousand, and when 
the news of victory came, India rejoiced. 
Under tremendous provocation the Basu- 
toti and Zulus have remained obedient to 
the authority of (he British resident of- 
ticialri and ki'pt ipiietly .it home. If the 
war otlice had so ortlered, these terrible 
lighting races would have rushed to 
arms against the Boers, not only to tes- 
tify their loyalty but to redreos many a 
wrong. Wherever the British Ihig Hies 
as a symbol of goveriiiiieiit, there the 
(U'ineiples of justice between man and 
man prevail, .and the rew.ird of this treat- 
meuL extendetl to subject races is a 
loyalty that is as profound nij it is uni- 
versal. The lighting strength of the Em- 
jure is lu'youd estimate, and wo have 
shown the world that we can land our 
soldiers anywhere, and that we are mas- 
ters of the art of transportation of men 
and csupplies. 

We control the sea. German critics 
-ay that the value of our ships has yet 
to be demonstrated. I'ossibly there uiay 
be ioinething in this. The value of mod- 
ern war vessels when pilled against each 
others on anything like even terms has 
yet to be proved. 'J"he experience of the 
late war between the United Slates and 
Spain demon.strnles very little, excep* 
the trustworthiness of modern ordiunnofc 
and its tremendous effect; but Ihie was 
already pretty well understood. What 
will haiipim the lirsl time two battle- 
rildi)s of the same class meet iu a duel to 
the iltath; what the capacity for offen- 
sive operations the great cruisers possess, 
and what part in a sea fight smaller 
craft will play must remain largely a 
matter of gucf^s work; but this we know, 
that the trial will be as much of an ex- 
periment on the part of any "f <>ur ene- 
mies as upou ours, and under equal condi- 
tions we have always held our own and 
the enemy as well on the sea. We are 
more thau- equal tn any probal)le eoni- 
binatiou that will ever confront us on 
the ocean.

The war will 
have other le«sons than these. It will 
give us a new view of our national duty, 
anil the tn^mcndous responsibilities 
which go with un'.imited power.

h'reiay ev-ning las' by lieteetiviw Perdue 
and Palmer, wlio succeeded in locating 
Kid Parker, one ot the men suspected of 
having robbed the First National Bank 
of Seattle of $5,000. He was taken 
back to the Sound city on Saturday liy 
Chief Ueed, Detective Wappenstein and 
.Tatr.es Neviiis," superintendent of the 
Portland branch of the Pinkerton detec- 
tive agency. The arrest was kept a pro- 
found secret until .Monday, t!ie police 
fearing that i;' the fact that Parker had 
been arretted was made public, it would 
prevent them from locating Bobert Col- 
lins, who has since been arrested in Sau 
l'"ranciseo and .lack .Mctlratli, .supposert 
to be in Phoenix, Arizona. The police 
have pretty strong evidence against all 
tlie men. 'The three are notorious sneak 
tiiieves, but heretofore Parker has kept 
out of the handci of tlie police. 

The ndibery with wliioh they arc charg- 
ed was a very hold one, three nieu. enter- 
ing the First National Bank, Seattle, a 
week ago .Monday, and two Of them en- 
gaging llie clerks in conversation, while 
the third "sneaked" a roll of bills con- 
taining .'f,">,000. . „ „, 

Tlie i.olice believe that John Collins, 
now nuder arrest iu San Francinco, was 
impilcated with Parker iu the robbery. 
Steps will be taken at the earliest pos- 
sible moment to identify Collins, and if 
he is the right man he will be extradited. 

When the robbery occurred the police 
were inclined to the belief that it was 
the work ot Johnny Bingham, an ex-con- 
vict from Oregon. Every detective in 
the police department went to work on 
the ctise. Tli. ;> were joined tlie next <lay 
by Superintendent Neriiis. Within forly- 
eiglit hours they concluded that Bing- 
liam, wlio w;is, howi.ner, misf^ing from 
tlie city, knew nothing of the robbery. 

It i.s" elaiiiied tliat the .Monday after- 
noon and night of llie robbery Parker, 
a man named Metirath or .MciJ-aw, and 
a man known .ss "Whitey" were spending 
eimsiderable money in Seattle saloons. It 
Is claimed llu-y cuiitided to several local 
tliii;ves that tiny were the men wlio rob- 
bed the bank. This information soon 
came to the police and Detective Wap- 
pentsteiii and .Meredith went to work to 
locate the three men. 

The two detectivci soon learned that 
Parker was infatuated witli a variety 
actress who recently played an lUigage- 
ment in Seattle and had come to Vic- 
toria. In thia they were not mistaken. 
A description ot Parker was wired to 
(Jhief Langley, who detailed Detectives 
Perdue and Palmer to locate the man. 
In this they liad no dililculty, he having 
been drawn here by the infatuation for 
the woman he had mot in Seattle. Hav- 
ing located Parker they notified Chief 
Ueed of Seattle and kept their man 
shadowed until the arrival of Chief Reed, 
Detective Wappcnstein and* Superintend- 
ent Nevins on Friday. Then Parker was 
arretted and taken to a room at the 
Hotel Victoria, where he was kept until 
the departure of the Victorian on Satur- 
day morning. On searching him a con- 
siderable amount ot money was found 
f<cwn in his underclothing; he had two 
new suits ot clothes and a new overcoat 
aud had ordered two more suits and an- 
other overcoat from Messrs. Thomas 
Bros. & Grant, tailors of this city. 
.Vlthoiigh denying his guilt Parker ad- 
mitted that he was in the Fir«t National 
Bank on several occasions ilaring the 
short time that he was in Seattle. Hn 
has not admitted, however, tliat he was 
in the bank on the day of the robbery. 

The police believe tliat I'arker wats tlie 
man who engaged .\.sslfltaiit l'a.ving Tel- 
ler Dingley in conversation while H con- 
federate stealthily crept behind tlie laiilll- 
lei- and stole the monev. Moreover. 
( 'liiel Keeil stated llr.it he would he abb' 
111 priiduce e\-iilenee that Parker was in 
the liank at the time of tlie rob'oery. Mon^ 
lliaii one witness, he declared, will swear 
to this. Chief Beed declined to tidl the 
iiaiiii'S of his witnesses. 

So far as kiinwn Parlier is not an ex- 
iijiiviel. It is rlaimed. liowever, tliat he 
is a very clever sneak-l h' d'. He says he 
is only L'."i years of age but his siigiilly 
grey hair makes liiin appear older. He 
dressi's well and never loses liis sidf- 
piissi.'ssion. 

The reasons of Ihe .^an Francisco police 
for arresting Collins .are nnknowii liul 
friiin the deseripl ion which the Seattle' 
lioliee liave oblaiii.eil of him they are 
strong in their lielief that lie is none 
other than "Whitey," one of the men 
for wliom they are looking. The San 
!''raneiseo ]niliee say that Collins is 
known to tliem as a clever sneak-thief, 
and members of the police department 
hav(> ascertained that "Whitey'" was 
known to some of his intimates aa Col- 
lins. 

Collins arrived in San Francisco last 
week and was proliahly arrested by the 
[loliee, w!io know liis reputation, on gen- 
eral principles. It is said that when ar- 
rested he had on some now ready-made 
clothing, the tags on which showed it 
to have been purchased in Portland. The 
police .believe tbat the pluttder was divid- 
ed between the thieves in Seattle, and 
that when they separated Collins left tit 
once for San Francisco by ■way of Port- 
l.-ind, where he purchased the clothing. 

Further than that, the police say that 
if Collins proves to be "Whitey" he is 
probably the man who actually stole the 
money. The police claim that they have 
BuOicient cvidcuccto secure his convic- 
tion, as well as that of Parker, but they 
are unwilling to discuss the nature of it. 

.V dcsiiatcli from San Francisco says; 
"The detectives who have been working 
on the case of the robbery of the I'irfit 
National Bank of Seattle state that the 
accomplice of Itobert Collins, now in 
the city prison, and Parker, who was ar-

(-ailed tlu- tornado of politicfi. (Laugh- 
ter and a smile from Mr. Martin.) Near- 
er home he has lioeu called the Zulu of 
jMilitics. I. More laughter.! The Zulus, I 
may say, are a sturdy, lirave class of 
meii wild have made many of our race 
suffer, but who arc now on our side, 
which makes it all right of course, 
(liaughler renewed.) 

Proceeding. .Mr. Wilson referred lo 
the fact that the pretiont Premier had 
been classed a dangerous man, of whom 
British Columbia should beware. He 
had also been pointed to as establishing 
for the province a one-man government. 
This vi'ould, however, he no novelty, for 
the successive ministries of British Col- 
umbhi could all be so cntitli d- the Smilho 
government, the A. E. B. Davie govern- 
ment, the .lohn Uobson government, the 
Theodore Davie iroverninenl. the Turner 
government, each of which had shown a 
great facility for letting the lu-ovincc 
run ilseif, while the public doniaiu was 
given into the hands of (-aiiitalisls. 

The Turner goNernmenl, s;iid .Mr. 
Wilson, bad lived for a lime by daug- 
ling impossible rtiilway schemes before 
the people, and had then ivvpired; the 
Semlin KovornnienI had passed .-iway 
becnuso i; could no longer (-(Uitrol the 
house; and now came the .Martin

government, which he 
compare favorably with 
(leeessors. Its lirsi actions wci-e (cr- 
lailily such as should coiiinumd it. for 
on coniing into power it had liceii 
prompt, on titiding a certain gi-eat com- 
pany with stolen proiierty in its iiosscs- 
sion', to dispossess that i-oiiipany of the 
.siioii -wrested from the public diunain. 

The hope oC the people as he inler- 
jireled it was to have as soon as pos- 
sible a stable and honest governnient 
of the people, by the people and for the 
people, and this he thought wouhl soon 
he obtained. It w(nild bo, too, sneh a 
governnient .as would be aeeessible to 
the conuiKui man as well as the eap>! il- 
isl, and one that would give the humble 
eitizi n consideration as well ns the man 
ot wealth and influence. In ealling 
upon Mr, Mtirtin he was not introducing 
(»ne who was n stranger. Mr. Martm 
had now served a year in thfe legis- 
lature. All that he had done there 
■would possibly not bear very closes 
.HCrutiny— (hearty Innghter)— but then 
who was there who eonld bear si'nitiny 
•on nil his nets? Mr. Martin had been 
•urraigK?'' on account of the eiglil-lionr 
law and of the alien bill, yet \vh<;rein 
-was he more responsible for these pieces 
of legislation than were the others who 
had sat in the legislature with him, and 
;dso assisted in the passage of these 
statiilos Mr. Martin camo before 
British Columbians as the first lender of 
a Rovornnipnt that had dared to inter- 
. U-i-i) with the unjust prerogatives of 
the "select elaascs,''. while ; neither. 



But qiiile i-ecently Sir Charles Ilib- 
bert Tupiier had seen tit to abanihui 
tlii.-, ground. It was now suggested 
that an alliance had been formed be- 
tween Sir Charles iribberl Tujiper, as 
representing the Conservfilives of the 
Iirovince, iind Mr. K. 1'. Davis. Q. ('., 
of Vancouver. ;is representing the Lib- 
erals, supposedly, for the purpose of 
downing this awful man .Martin. 
When Ibis proposition was discussed by 
these two :;eiiileinen. each thought no 
doubt that he carried his parly in his 
IKieket. They were quite content to 
settle the whole matter for the people 
of British Columbia. But there was a 
cinesiiou for the people themselves to 
ask. What afterwards? What was 
the proposed government expected and 
bound to <lo after it had downed this 
ilangerouK man? Sir Charles Ilibbeit 
Tupper was of course ready with an 
answer. The elected representatives of 
the people would meet in iiarliameut- 
Ihey would join together and rid the 
country of .losepli Martin— then if the 
Conservatives were f<nind lo be in a 
majority, .-i (^onser, alive goviM iiineiit 
would "be formed, .-ind the Lilier.-il.M 
wouhl cDnstiliUe the opposition. If, 
however, the Liberals showed them- 
selves smarter in the iilacing of candi- 
dates in the field, the CoTiservntive 
members would be fonml standing by 
the Libei-al pi-'.viiii-ial government lo 
Keep Sir (.'harli-s TnppiM- senior in oii|io 
sition. 

The mere staieiiieiit of this uuluply 
allian(-e showed in^inl■l■|-ity. lint let it 
lie asked what was t.i be the platform 
of these gentlemen if l.hey were success- 
ful—they were agreed that the pi-(>seut 
govei-iiment's sm-cess was not to be 
thought of. Before silting down, lie 
lODiioscd to state the delinile lilatform 
oil wliii-h this goveriiiiiciil sought ih 
(Minfidence of the iieople, and be would 
ask, if this platform wci-e swept 
what Sir Charles Ilibbert Tuiipcr and 
-Mr. K. P. Davis, (). C., w-ere retidy to 
iml fiirward in siibsl it iition. On thi! 
tlii-esbold of his remarks ho would say 
that he quite expected in the coniing 
i-ontest to have against him all . the 
gieat corporations and the newspaper 
in ess, which was not 'in this province 
owned or controlled, by the mass of 
the eloetors. Fortunately he did not 
look for expisct enconrngement from 
the newspaper press, but from the 
ranks of the comraou people. (Ap- 
iibinse.) The Colonist had been per- 
sistent ill opposition to him; the Times 
had declared that it was not c(mtrolled 
by any corporation, and he therefon 
could not see wli.v the (^onslitiients to 
whom the Times appealed would not 
Inive not much preferred lo see that 
paiier taking a firm stand for the prin 
ciples enunciated in his platform. 

To refer first of all to the recent meet- 
ing at the I'liilharmonie hall that was 
called lo denouiiee tho Lieutenniit-Ciov 
eriuir and himself — ho \ui(\ read the re 
ports with can? in order if possibli> l( 
discover the evid(>uce on which it Inn 
been decided lb:if the tinnihilation of 
that biiil man rVIartin lunsl be bi-o\iglit 
about. The conijilainf .=! did nol seem 
\ei-.v lucidly presented, but he would 
endeavor to deal wiili lliem. The one 
great thing that seemed to bother those 
genflenieii prominently before the pub 
lie 



ought to be in that positionl apiicured 
la be that His Honor the Lieiilenaut- 
• Jovernor should have selected him (Mr, 
.Martin) us preuiier. The chief reason 
a<.'tuating a majority of these ■gentlemen 
was. doubtless tJieir belief that His 
Honor should have chosen them. One 
of the leading gentlemen at. this moot- 
ing, one who he believed had had much 
to do with getting it up, and one who 
aspired to bo regarded as a statesman 
as well as a worker at his ordinary 
vocation, was Mr. C. H. Lugrin, This 
gentleman was editor of the Colonist, 
and having rend tho reports of that 
paper and aometimea tha; editorials— 
when they were not too long and did 
not aim at the elucidation of constitu- 
tional law— he had come to the conclu- 
sion that Mr. C. H. Lugrin was con- 
suined with the idea that the Idcuton- 
ant-Ciovernor had been fatally blind in 
overlooking .Mr. C H. Lugrin, the real 
and only lit man for the position of pre- 
mier of British Columbia. The said 
gentleman, Mr. C. H. Lugrin, saw con- 
stantly spread across the heavens in 
the largest of capital letters, " C. H. 
Lugrin, Premier of British Columbia." 
The strangeness of it was that no one 
else could see the name so writteii out; 
but a great deal of .Mr. liUgriu's anx- 
iety ill regard to the terrible position 
into which British Colninbi;i hiti! been 
llirowa could easily bts traced to Mr. 

II. Lngriu's belief that if the Lieu- 
tenant-t lovernor had only seen things 
as he I.Mr, l^ngrinl saw them, all would 
have been well. -Viid thi>re were many 
others like .Mr. Lugrin— they each 
ib-iughl the Lientenaul-< iovernor, if he 
did his duty, would call on them. He 
dill noi except himself; he had also 
(luiie 111 the conclusion some time ago 
that the best thing the Licutennnt- 
Coveraor could do %\ould bc to vail him 
m. The only difference, however, be- 
Iwei'U hi msolf and Mr. C. H. Lugrin, 
(U- any other of the long list, was that 
ho had found one other gontloniaii who 
agreed with him, and that other gentle- 
man being the Lieutenant-! ioverm r, he 
had succeeded while the others bad 
failed. A greal, great dei;l of this kill- 
.Alartin cry arose from the fact that His 
Honor had made Ibis terrible mistake 
of selection. 

.\s for Mr. Lugrin. he bidieviMl that 
he was in federal politics a Conserva- 
tive. It was dilhcult lo say what a 
newspaper man wa", for, like lawyers, 
they were apt to idai-e their talcnls at 
the disposal of their paiiers, or (-lienis, 
and thought it (luile within lionor so lo 
do. He understood, however, that -Mr. 
I.ngriu was a Conservative, ami he 
thc'refiire expected fnnii biin ludtbcr 
synipatliy nor support. There were, 
however", others at that I'hilharuionic 
hall laeetiug, men of his own parly, 
and with these he wished to dc;il spei-i- 
allv. 

Taking lirst .Mr. K. V. liodwell, (^.C, 
as far iis he could understand from the 
soniewhal vagm; and confusing news- 
paper report, .Mr. Bodwell regardeil him 
as dangerous and umleserving of con- 
lidencc because he had introduced and 
carried through the eight-bour law. But 
was this the reason'.' This was the rca- 
siiu put forward, too, by the deputation 
of \'i.-toria business men who hiid later 
waited on His Honor, iiressing fi>r an 
immediate election— of course thcsCgen- 
llenien had no connection with politiis'., 
Doutbless they never even voted! of 
course it was rather peculiar to blame 
him alone for tho eight-hour law, for it 
was passed by a house of thirty-eight, 
and nunc ot the other members had 
spoken or vo{ed nay. Wat it. however, 
for the oightdiour law that he was to 
be eondcmnedV Mr. Bodwell had been 
in the legislature practically all the time 
during the session that the eight-hour law 
was pa.s-sed, not us a member but on pro- 
fcssion.il bnsinctis; yet no word of pro- 
tot had been hoard from Mr. Bodwell 
at that lime. 

"I will tell you a liltle later what it 
i> thai IS alfei-liug Mr. liodwell," said 
lloa. Mr. Mania, lemporarily laying this 
gcnilenian on the shelf. 

.\s for the business men's delegation 
waitini.' on the UovcMior. he noted thai 
the two most proinincnl gentlemen upon 
it were Mr. I). 11. Ker and .Mr. A. C. 
l-'lunierfelt. He had ihougi.t that it was 
purely a business men's delegation, but 
he found on looking into the matter that 
.Mr. D. It. Ker and Mr. A. C. Flumer- 
fclt had been didegates nol so very long 
ago to the Conservative conveiilion at 
W'eslininsler. And what had this con- 
vention in its platform Inid lo say about 
this t(n-rible eight-hour law'.' I'r.ietically 
that the Liberal-Conservative party sym- 
p-illiizcd with the principle of tiiat law. 
r.nl of course Mr. D. 1!. Ker and .Mr 
A. C. Klumertelt were nol present then 
tin bu.»iuc-Es men — they wen? then Libera 1- 
Cousurvativos! In fact it seemed that 
they wore veritable Jekyll and Hyde 
charnetere. 

A voice from the audience corrected the 
speaker— Mr. Flnmerfelt had not attend- 
ed the convention in question at all. 

Hon. Mr. Martin denied that he had 
said he did — he had been elected a d(de- 
gali.' to that convention, and that he had 
not repudiated the plank in (luestion 
showed that he was in sympathy there- 
with—of course as the poltical Dr. .hdiyll, 
not as the business man Mr, Hyde. .Mr 
Ker WHS in the same dual iiosilion. ap- 
proving as a politician what he las a 
liusinc^.^s man) bent the knee to the 
l.iciitcn.uil-flovenior in imploring Ibis 
horrible man .Martin should be turned 
out for introducing. 'While be was nol 
lirepared to say that he agreed with iho 
eight hinir law implicitly as il now stooil, 
he I M r. .Martial wished lo go on record 
.-is iiiuiualilicdly of opinion that in the 
uiidc-rground workings of the mines of 
geld or silver or coal, eight boui-s a day's 
labor w.is all that i-onid reasonably he 
asked of any man. What he especially 
decried, however, was that these men 
who hou'led hypocrit ii-ally foi- a business 
men'^ government, as soon as lln.'y got 
on the threshold of polities were-theni- 
M-lves just as bad as any of the jioliti- 
(-ians. 'J'his liusiness men's delegation if 
it meant aiiytbing (which he doubled 
meant forcing an immediate election in 
order that by getting the (Jonservatives 
in power the country might be rid of this 
monstrous iiicubns of the eight-hour hnv. 
In proof that the law -wa;- not wnii!;ing 
the damage elainied, he pointed lo the 
pronouncement ot the Liberal-Couserv.-i- 
tivo'i of .jotenay, who were uniteil on 
tho absolute necessity ot expelling Mar- 
tin but carefully dodged condemnation 
of the eight-hour law. Ho charged that 
'iheir resohition on this subject was trash 
and clap-trap of tho cheapest kind. As 
a fact the outcry against tho eight-hour 
law had no decent foundation in fact. He 
had voted for the law, belioving it to be 
good for tho people, and on occasion aris- 
ing he would again. vote to have the law 
retained. la the.;iueawhile he ^yas alone 
gone after for its existenc? "Why not 
go after the other thlrtj--«even who as- 
sisted ill its passage? How about Mr. 
Turner? 

"He wasn't llTerc," said a voice in the 
rear ot the hall. 

"Did he take the first opportunity on 
relurning to the house, to pbice his opposi- 
tion on ri>cord'r" asked Hon. Mr. Martin. 
"How about tho others? How about 
Mr. HehnckenV How about Mr. Hall'?" 

"He wasn't there either," said Mr. 
Hall from the distance. 

"AVell, it seems," said Hon. Mi. Tvlar- 
tin, "tliat th^rc, cannot have been any- 
one there but->tKat infcmaL'TOan Martin." 



"Oh, yesi'/ said Mr. Hlggins, = f rom tho 
inidionce. '"I wtfs there, and I, too, voted 

for it." 

"Woll, there's that bad man Iliggins," 
observed Hon. Mr. Martin, amidst gc-n- 
eral laughter, "and he also presents 
himself to ho chastised. It seems that 
Higgiiis iiud Martin are responsible for 
a groat deal in the recent political his- 
tory of this province. I believe that 
if wo can convince the country that 
Martin and Iliggins wore alono respon- 
sible for the eight-hour hiw, we are 
l>rclty sure to be elected again." 

Continuing his remarks w;;:;h respect 
to .Mr. Bodwell, Hon. Mr. Martin 
claimed that that gcutlemaa Would 
have to find better argument than the 
( ighi Inuir law to justify his withdrawal 
of support. The three alleged promi- 
nent Liberals— Bodwell, Gregory and 
Davis— had a reason, but not that of 
the eight-hour law or any rf)ther similar 
public tiuestion— for objecting to him as 
lender of a governnient. 'Why was if.' 
Woll, Mr. Bodwell was no doubt (inilo 
right, acting in his own interest solely. 
.\s tho Chairninn liad said, past govern- 
ments of this province had made it a 
practice to give iiw-ay to corporations on 
some pretext or another large slices of 
the public (loninin— there were very few 
occasiiuis in such transactions w-hen Mr. 
l!od-,vtll had nol been on hand as eor- 
)ioratiiiii lawyer to see tlmt the bargain 
was good and binding f(n- his clients, 
and incidentally |iockct a fat fee for 
Mr. Bodwell. .Villi as there would be 
few indeed nf these fat checks for Mr. 
liodwell if the pi-esciit government wa 
rclurned, .Mi-. I!oilv.-ell did not want t 
see this occur. These three geiil leiiien — 
Bodwell, (iregory and Davis— had said 
on foniKilly witiidrawing Iheir support 
lloil il was beeanse they disagreed with 
the legislation of IMI'.l w-hen he had 
been alloriie.v -genera 1. What was this 
oli.lecl ioiiable legislal ion '.' 

The Turner government just before 
its death had agreed to bonus -Macken- 
zie vV- .Mann at the rate of $4,000 a mile 
for building a road from the Coast to 
Kootenny; iho government had then 
proceeded tn give this bonus, but in vio- 
lation of the stutute. as Mackenzie & 
.Mann had not agreed to build the road 
at all, but mei-ely lo do so on a ecuidi- 
lion nol mentioned in the slaiule— in 
other woi-iN they were prepared to 
build pro\iile,| the.v could gel enough 
luoiiey k'ivea them by the two ^'overii- 
ments to build tho railway. The gov- 
ornmont of whicli he had at that time 
been a iiieniber aiiiiouiu-eil that in view 
of this violation of tlie statute, it in- 
tended to abrogate the agreement, and 
at once tiK.k steps lo do so, seeing no 
,-idvantage in the railway proposed un- 
less assiiraiK-e wi-re obtained that it 
would be an actual competilor with the 
C. P. i;., and a road for the bcmdil of 
the ]ieop]e nf Hrilisli Columbia. .\s 
..^oon as .Mackenzie .Maun lieai-d of 
this 
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lived al the legislature night and day 
while the iiialtcr was on, biilion-lioliiig 
Mild hibbying until ll'.e members longed 
to kick llieiii out if there was no rule 
lit parliiiinenl tu iinitecl from the law- 
.\-ei-s' insistent altacks. Of course, these 
geiilleiiien ucre not there In the lob- 
bies for the public good; Ihcy were 
there, as they had a right to be under 
the present \nvf. (although he would en- 
deuviu- to have it ehnngod for tho future 
e-vclusiou of suOh lobbyists) to represent 
their clients for the dollars and cents- 
no one l«ne\v how much money .Macken- 
zie & Mann had spent witli them. 

But was this to be aeceiUed as good 
reason, in the view of the public, for 
Mr. Bodwell's Blatcnient that he (.Mr. 
Martin) would not run straight, and 
cijnseqiicntly should not be supported? 
When Messrs. Bodwell. (iregory and 
Davis had willnlrawii their siiiiport and 
froni such a cause, he certainly Imd 
fell ndicN-cd: ho had fell that he could 
ividl alTord te los(' ibem in anticipation 
of the support the government must re- 
(-eive from the mass of the peonle ill 
sianding out against such deals as that 
of Mackenzie iV: .Mann, of which Messrs. 
liodwell el al. had been the lobby chiim- 
liiiins. He was proud of the reasons 
that had imluccd these thr.-e gentlemen 
lo go back on him; and if this govern- 
ment of to-day W(M-e successful at thij 
polls, he would say thai neither Macken- 
•/.ie iK: Mana nor anyone else would 
have reason to fee Liberal lawyers in 
order to get iinproper favors from ii 
Liberal government. 

Col. Ore^'ory had .inothcr. and (|uile 
lierson.-il, iK-i-otinl for oppnsilion. He 
(.Mr. Marliiii bad employed the Colonel 
to do certain professional work for the 
govcrnmeiil. and whrn the bill had 
,-onie in he had been oliligcil, as exce.s- 
^ive charges had been made, much 
against his feelings, lo cut il down to 
the proper ligiirc. Of course it was 
painful for him to do, and iierhaps many 
oilier politi(-ians in dealing with friends 
would have acted ol herwiso— but 
iihoiigh lioiiliiless few w-ould believe it) 
be found hinisidf troubled with a oon- 
S(-ieiice. I l.augliter.) It was « fact. 
.\ti(l in view of the pangs of conseicnee 

he liad 1 n compplled to out down the 

Colonel's bill to what he knew the ser- 
vice to bc worth— or rather a little more 
than it was worth. And since then ho 
innl the Colonel had been barely on 
speaking terms. 

With rcspeet tn the demand for an 
immediate election, all wonid agree to 
Iho proposition that under the peculiar 
i-innuustanees — the (Iovernor having 
been obliged to call on .in indi-.-'iunl 
without a following in the house— that 
individual slnuild appeal to Ibe people 
for eiidorsatinn at the first opportunity. 
He bad only acceidcd the task of form- 
ing a governnient (Ui this nnderstniuiing 
Ibat an immediate .-ippejil lo the country 
would be gi-aiilcd. But there now 
a)ipeared a Muind reason why ihe elec- 
tion should be delayed a little longer 
Ihiin ordinarily because bringing Ibe 
idcciions on now would ineiin the neces- 
sary use of the old voters' lists, and 
this \,(iiilil mean disfram-hisernent of 
many. In South Last Koolenay CiOO 
n,-i:ni-s bad recently been added lo the 
list, and in oilier new mining distri(-ts 
cipially large numbers of voters had 
lately iiualilied by six months' resi- 
dence. Three hundred names had been 
addled ipiite latcdy at (ir.'iml Forks, and 
il, Vancouver City LlOO since Xovem- 
her last. I'nder such circumstances 
Ihe government could nol be ludd to be 
acting unfairly in dela.viiig the elections 
until a complete revisiciii of the lists 
could be seenri'd- that revision would 
lake iilace on the "Ih day of May. In 
Ibe meanwhile il was <|iiite ineorrcet to 
say that a flairs would have to be car- 
ried on by use of the special warrant. 
It was true no supplies had been voted 
beyond the end ot the fiscal year- but 
it had been niiparcntly overlooked that 
nil Hiipplics necessary for good govern- 
ment had been voted and were avail- 
able until the end of June next. It had 
been pointod out In His Honor's proro- 
gation speech (which he understood ■ ho 
alone licnrd) 'that it would be necessary 
to have a siiecial session in order to 
carry on bnsliiiess on and after tho 1st 
of .Tul.v. This pledge still held good. 
Supplies in tho natural course would be. 
oxhaiisicd at the end nf .Tune, yet it was 
the custom of the government to pay 
salaries and accounts at the close of 
tho. month, so' that in,reaUty,no mouey 



would be reiiuired until fhe I.st ot .Viig- 
nst — v,-hile the house would meet eitlK r 
at the end of .Mine, or early in .lui.\-. 
There was really no hurry. Unless one 
made the mistake of I)eli(>viiig all tlnit 
the newsp.-ipcr's said, there did not ap- 
pear lo li(> aii.v' dangeions crisis dislurli- 
ing the country. There was plenty of 
money in the public treasury; salaries 
wiTO being paid regularly; bills were 
being paid; there was no friction or 
disorder in the governnient. Even road 
aiiproiiriations would not suffer, for in 
such cases as public buildings 'destroyed 
or (damaged by fire or other unfcreseeii 
cause, or roads or bridges, the govern- 
ment might at any time spend the re- 
(|uirud moneys after first getting a 
special warrant from the Lieutenant- 
(Jovernor nuthoriziug tho use of the re- 
quired funds. All necessary ntonoy 
had therefore been provided and was 
available iiutil parliament slniuld meet. 
There were no special circumstani-es in 
reference to these matters that sliouhl 
disturb tho communliy. All was going 
along quite in tho ordinary course. In 
the regime of the late government, it 
was line, Mr. Cotton (for he was the 
real iciider of the then ruling party! 
had deliberalidy incurred obligations in 
ladialf of Ihe couulry that he had had 
no right to. Oblii; -itions anioiinting to 
from .•jJT.'i.dOO to ^;i()(),()(J() Imd been en- 
tered into without aniborization of 
inirliameut, or eviui supply warrant, for 
the Lieiilenanl-Governor had refused 
the latter unless an endorsatioii of the 
.\l torney-( leneral were atlached, and 
siii-li an endorsalion the then .\lloriiey- 
(iciicral had de(-lincd lo give. One con- 
lra(-l bad been ciilered into in \'ictoria 
with -Mr. Drake for the rcinixbdling of 
Ihe court house interior at a price of 
alioul .fl.S,0(IO; there had been no ap- 
propriiiliiui for this work — not a dollar 
to pay Mr. Drake with. Tho contract 
for the Rossland court house of $40,000 
and that foi- buildhig i-unds in Illecillo- 
waet, were in the same position. Under 
such circumstances what was the gov- 
eniiiient to do? Mr, Drake was inno- 
cont; the enntraclor for the Kossland 
court house was innocent. The govcrii- 
mont said that Ihcy i-onsidercd that in 
any case public failh must be kept 
with thea(> innocent conlraclors and 
innocent workineii. They had there- 
fore seen lo il Unit the bills should be 
I.aid. 

There was indeed no trouble anywhere, 
anil the (declion after the voters' list re- 
vision, would come on quite soon crrom;h 
in its lime- loo soon for the raving, em- 
bryo sialcsnien, and a stable iirai-l ii-al. 
people's goveriiinenl Would 1-e the re- 
sult. He did not lliink ll'.ere could be 
any i|iicstion but that if time were taken 
a more unbiassed and unprejudiced vole 
would b(} secured. He was glad to see 
that .Mr. Charles WilMiii, who had been 
ch'Otid leader ol the Coiiscrvalives, and 
who \\-oiil(l be the next provincial prem- 
ier if the present government met defeat, 
agreed with him thai the voters' lists 
sliould be revised, and time taken for the 
election; no harm coilld rcsiill, and It 
Would affe;,; Mr. Wilson iind his enp- 
liortc'S and himself (Mr. Martin) and his 
supporters, lime in which lo hold meet- 
ings, got ncQimiuted throiigboul the var- 
ious (listricts, and generally iiresent the 
issues and secure a reliable judgment of 
the people between the two parties. 

As for his being a government-wrecker, 
Hon. Mr. Martin dwelt with apparent 
pride upon his connection with politics In 
Manitoba and denied that he had done 
otherwise than strengthen the govern- 
ment there, of which he had been a mem- 
ber. When in opposition he believed it 
to he his duty to do all -in his power to 
turn out the govorninenl— that was what 
he was (decteil for. He had alwa.vti con- 
sidered il his right, privilege and duty 
to liglil .-is hard as possible for his ow-n 
side. When he had opposed Mr. Xnr- 
iiuay's governnient, he recalled that he 
had had a leading [ihice in the govern- 
ment's funeral when il came. The same 
ap[ilicd to Uie th ree-weeks'-old gevern- 
iiienl of Dr. Harri^^on; then he recalled 
with pleasure that he had bad .something 
to do with the political decease of Sir 
Cliarh>s Tnpiier at Ottaw.-i; and coming 
111 r.rilish Colnmbiii he had been in at 
the death of his dislinguished friend, 
.Mr. Turner. He was eciually proud lo 
have assisted ;il the oliscquies of his late 
colleagiU) Mr. Semlin. As would be re- 
nieniliered be had not voluntarily left 
that govi.'rniuenl— -lu: had been expelTed 
from that government. He had been a 
member ol two governments— perhaiis he 
slniiild say three, although the [iresout 
govcriiiiicnl did not deserve to be men- 
tioned. He bidieved the Creenway gov- 
ernnienl »ha(l been stronger and better 
liccausi> of his presence in it. A« for tho 
Semlin ministry, when he had been kick- 
ed out in August last it was stronger and 
more established than It had ever been. 
.N'li one could say he had wrecked that 
government by leaving it— because he 
hadn't loft it, being kicked out. With- 
out him, however, that government had 
grown weaker and weaker until that fale- 
(u\ Friday last month when it, too, pass- 
ed away. His opposition to tho late gov- 
ernment hiid been charged to iiersonal 
pique. It was not. His rejection from 
the cabinet had been due to the fact thai 
he was determined to stand by the poli( -y 
and iiledges of the parly; neither .M -. 
('ottoii nor >.!r. Senilia were anxious ^o 
to do. and they well knew that so long as 
he remained in the cabinet there would 
bo no going ba(d; oa pledges. Two chief 
issul^s presented thcmsi'lvcs. the disal- 
lowance of the Asiatic labor legislation 
being the lirst. His conlenlion had been 
that this legislation should be re-emu-led. 
and this was still his view, (.\pplause.l 
He had for lliiis going i-onlra In Ihe fed- 
ei-.il autliorili(,- been taken lo task by 
i-i-rl-iiii of the luai hiiie Liberals; in this 
(-.1111. i-cl ion he Wdiild say that \\ hil(? a 
loy.-il Liberal iie was only a Liberal when 
•he Liberal policy w.is wliai he (-onceived 
lo lie best for Canail.-i and fin- British 
Coliinibia. British Cidiimbi.-i already saw 
the rc'^ult of this di^.-illo w;iiu-e. The 
.Iapan(>se wi-i-e i-mniiig by hundreds and 
ihmisands; the last steamer brought some- 
thing over six hundred, .-ind these hordes 
threatened disaster lo home and indus- 
tries. Sir Wiltrid Laurier and the other 
Liberals of lOiistern Canada could not be 
exiiecied to see this Oriental labor prob- 
lem as we in British Columbia saw it. It 
therefore became neeessar.v for British 
Columbia to persistently point out the 
facts for both the Dominion and Imperial 
governments. If it should be that ho 
was returned to power as the leader of 
a Liberal government of British Colum- 
bia be could not help it if his policy in 
this respect clashed with that of Ottawa 
—ho was determined to and would stand 
by the people of this small but dear prov- 
ince in which he had cast his lot. Mr. 
Cotton's stand on this q-ucstion had been 
that it would not do to take any actioiii 
antagonistic to tho Imperial view lookio;? 
lo friendly rel.TlioiiH witli Japan. Sure- 
ly, however, tho people of British Col- 
umbia as British subjects had a right to 
bring porsistenll.v before the people of 
tho Doiminion and of the Kinpin! this 
(|UCSt!on \yhich in tho AVcsl is one of 
life aiid death. The Ii'..>porial governmont 
on once recognizing the facts would ho 
tho If^st to desire to sacrifice so fair and 
promising a jirnviiK-e ;is British (!oluin- 
biti on tlie altar of British-.Iapancse 
amity. 

Having faith in the fairness of Brit- 
ain, he would propose, as premier of 
thill provinei-. to re-enact the Asiatic 
legislation, not in nnlagonism to the 
Dominion or the Impor'ml, suvcrnmcnt,

late government was in reference to 
the conveying of a large tract o£ coal 
lands wovth hundreds of millions tif 
ibdiars to the Crow's Nest. Puss Coal 
(/oiunan.-. H^ held that it' was out- 
rageous to give such lands for such a 
little line of railway, and he had been 
met with the answer that a contract- had 
boon made and would have to be? kept, 
lla quite agreed that if the parting of 
tlicsc land;} from the crown was in the 
bond between the country and the em- 
poratioii interested -it would have to be 
redeemed, but he hold that before c-on- 
seiiting to the transfer being ma<lo, it 
was the duty of the government, and 
more esiiecially of hiinsidf as attorney- 
general (o see that all contract condi- 
tions had boon complied with on the 
other side. There was no claim _in 
eiiiiity; was there one in law'/ The 
company lo which the lauds had been 
granted" had never built ii mile of the 
niad; lb(> line had been run by the C. 
P. 11. on a Dominion bonus; and Col. 
Baker and his tissociates bad got these 
imniensidy valuable coal lands without 
a dollar of inveslnient. It was the 
duty of the governmeiit lo see that be- 
fon" an acre of these lands was parted 
with, iill (-oiiditions should have been 
cairied out. On investigation he had 
(-ome to the i-oncliisioii that they had 
not been ■■n the (-(inii)any'.s part, and 
lherefon> he had as attornoy-gonoral 
advised the government that the Brii- 
isii C(dumbia Southern Railway Com- 
pany was not entitled to one acre of 
the land in question. While thus nd-

to two points, which, looking into since, 
he did not so-:' to have tiny bearing on 
tho i.ssu< ; in an.v event tiio iioiiiLs in 
iiu.rttiou could nut have justified Mr. 
Cotton tn going further than to trans- 
mit the additional information to tho 
lOnstern members of the bar consulted, 
and ask them if it affected their opinion.

'I'lie give-aways of the other British 
Coliinibin governmenl,=< had been re 
ferred to by the Chainnai!; th, ri- was 
nothing among them or in their total 
to equal this gift of the Semlin govern- 
ment's. The press ot tho country, the 
I'lmes and the Colonist, had grievoiislv 
negloetod their duty in not seeing to it 
that the people understood the full sig 
nificancc of this gigantic glve-awav 
Ho proposed that tho people should 
Know of it. and he would travel the 
country and tell them of it. He had 
no newsiiarxM- her. — and imfortunatcl v 
but the 'World in Vancouver— but there 
were ofher ways of informing the 
people. Again Hon. .Mr. .Martin paid

expeniUinre, but more money had to be 
obtalnoil tor wevr works, and it was the 
duty of the government to say how that 
money was to be obtained.

These dlf 
ferent roads' were built to give dia'erent 
men. coads- to their doors. 

Another phink. was to keep the ordinary 
cxpendltuco within the ordinary revenue.

SEVEN TUOUSAND ASTRAY. 

Sick Woman at Rossland Draws Big 
Clieeks and a Stranger Benefits.

Truth is stranger than fiction, and 
Ihero has just come to light in this city 
a most remnrkiible eriminnl transaction, 
Wherein the cstotp of a dead woman 
lost $7,000, the major portion of which 
lias been recovGred througli the efforts 
of the policp. The story in brief is ns 
follows: 

Mrs. Hcssio 'raylnr. wlm cliiiiiied m 
lie tlie willow iif Chiirles Taylor, ar- 
rived in this city ii. its early hi.story. 
Mrs. Taylor was !i Wdinaii of gn^it 
fUPrsy, <'o'.;.-;i(l('ralilo iiulustr.v anil wmi- 
dorfui frugality, ami soon jifter lur 
arrival hero she enibiirked in the lodg- 
ing honso linsini'SK. !jhc accuiiuilatcil 
some property here, iiiid iiiuong this 
was tJie hous7 and lot at 1^ Bast 
Coluinliia aveiHic wliicli is Itnown us 
llie Opal loilging lumso. 

This property she sold lust fall to an 
English syndicate, of which the local 
reprcsi'iitativi-K are Messrs. Mollatt i.^; 
Witllis, U toolc iiioiiths of careful 
aegoliation to closo the deal for tlie 
• property, a.s Mrs. Taylor drove a. hiird 
liargiiiii and insisted that every item 
mentioned in the I'Otid sliould lie car- 
ried out to the very letter, nnd Ihe 
gentleiucii wliu pill the nale tltrougli 
liad a liard time comidyiiig vvitli licr 
exactions. l'"inally the sale was cnii- 
Tcluiied and Airs. Taylor deposited the 
^7,0(10 received for the pmperly to her 
<'reilit in ilie Hank (if Kritish Coliiinltiii. 
She already had jnit in abpiit ."Sn.OOO, 
ami this gave her a total of ^12,000 de- 
posited to her credit in that linuncitil 
institution. 

Along in December Mrs. Taylor was 
tieizod with the illiioBS that culminated 
in her death, cancer of the stomricli, 
.nnd bccauc more or^^less flighty from 
the effcctR of the aliment. On the 29th 
of December, during one of her mental 
vagaries AnA for so known reaaoa she 



drew out of the hunk .'jiS.OOG. Five days 
thereafter, ou .lunuary lind, she drew 
another check ou the bank. ^ This 
time the sum withdrawn was 5'4,OUO. 
From these actions and the absence of 
any known use for the money, it is evi- 
dent that the poor woman was off her 
mental balance ami hardly knew what 
she was doing when she drew these 
checks. On the tith of .Taiuniry -Mrs. 
Taylor became delirious from tlie i)ains 
from which she was suffering, and was 
taken to the Sisters' hospital, where 
she died on January rt. 

The mother, several sisters nnd a half 
brother Of the deceased reside in Win- 
nipeg, and they were apprised of the 
deatli of Mrs. Ti.ylor, and one of her 
sisters caiiii' to Jiossiaiul for the pur- 
pose of arran.giiiK fur llie iiroliatiiig of 
her estate, as she had died intestate. 
Solicitors were appointed to look after 
the estate, and the sister of the do- 
ccaseil returned to Winnipeg, taking 
Willi !ier most of the personal property, 
so tliat it might bo divided among the 
heirs there. 

Since then the solicitors have been 
endeavoring to lind out what liecunie 
of the !i;7,0(10 in cold cash which -Mrs. 
Taylor checked out of the bank only a 
few days before her death. There was 
nothing to show that she harl applied 
tlie money to any purpose, nnd what 
she had done with it remained n mys- 
tery. 

ll; was only by moans of a sort of 
Sherlock Holmes method of deduction 
[that the right solution of the question 
! presented itself. It was reineinbered 
by someone that Mr. Stephen Garn- 
liam, who is a smooth, plausible fellow, 
and who was thought to be none too 
good to get away with a few thousand 
if he thought he could do so success- 
fully, was au occupant of the snino lint 
in the lodging house where Mrs. Taylor 
resided just at the time slie was taken 
to the hospitnl; in fact Mrs Garnlmin 
took care of the rooms during Mrs. 
Taylor's illness. It was recalled that 
when SerKOiiut-Mnjor Elliott nud. Ser- 
geant Esmond gave a broadsword exhi- 
bition at the baseball grounds about 
two years since, (lariiliiim. who was 
iimiuiger of the affair, was accused by 
liotli lOlliott and Esmond witli getting 
away with all tlie gate receipts. These 
and some other incidents were recalled, 
some of which tended to show thnt 
Garnham was not the most scrupulous 
individual in the world. The trouble 
which he had with Lewis, the wrestler, 
which culminated in the latter being 
sent up for one year, wos quoted as 
not entirely to his credit. These iuei- 
dents, when added to the fact that 
Garnham moved into the same rooms 
occupied by Mrs. Taylor, after her 
death, led to the inference tliat she had 
in her delirium perhaps hidden the 
money somewhere in them, and that he 
must have learned thnt she had drnwn 
the cash out of the bank nud secured it 
either before or immediately after her 
death. 

Speculation finally led to almost cer- 
tainty thnt he was the man who bad 
secured the money. Iiniuiry disclosed 
that a short time before he left the city 
for Vancouver, on February 20, he had 
given it out that he had come into a 
large stake. This he proved by buying 
wines by the bottle and otherwise 
throwing coin around wiili a lavish 
band. 

It was determined, therefore, to send 
a polii'e olllcer to Vancouver, whej-e 
(laruliam had gone, in order to see if 
he would volunteer any explanation ns 
to liinv he was among tlie newly ricli. 
Chief Ingram was sent to Vancouver a 
few days since, and .yesterday advices 
received from him were to the effect 
tliiil (Inrnhaiu was the man who found 
Ihe treasure trove in the death vacated 
apartiiieiits of Mrs. Taylor. .lust bow 
Chief Ingrain lirought about the resti- 
tution is not known. .Mr. (laruliaiii 
had .'S.'i.iiOO of the money wliicii belonged 
to !he Taylor estati' in his possessiou. 
Would he lie willing to turn that suin 
over to Ihe Chief in partial restitution? 
Certainly, the Chief was an old friend 
of his, and he would not think of refus- 
ing him any favor which he might ask. 
.Mr. Garnham had Invested $800 in a 
house nnd lot. Would Mr. Garnham 
be willing to deed those over to the 
Tuylor estate? Get him pen, ink nnd 
a blank dce<l and it would be done 
forthwith. The necessary iustniinent 
and utensils were secured, and the title 
to the pro?jerty was soon transferred 
to the estate of tbe late Mrs. Ilosaie 
Taylor'.' Whvre w.'is Ihe remainder of 
llie .SV.dOO, or the !f;t,fin(J which was still 
iinaccounti'd for? .Mr. (Jarnliaiii |irob- 
alily shrugged his shoulders and said 
the less said about that the better.

A railway bridge, coullnued the speaker, 
would be erected over the Fraser river ut

Victoria railway conuectlou, and putting 
Victoria on au eiinal basis wllh Vancou- 
ver, lie had nothing to thank Victoria 
for, but Intended to treat her fairly Just 
the B;ime, and It the Vancouver merchants 
could not beat the Victoria merchants on 
eipial terms then he would move from Vau- 
couver. The government railway, he con- 
tended, could compete with the 0. 1'. It., 
us the latter roud bad to pay per cent, 
uu 1(73,000,000 more tbun It cost, that 
amount going to tbe promoters, while the 
government road would only have to pay 
il per cent, ou the actiml cost uf tbe roud.

Ko one could point 
to a pledge that he bad mad«^ before com- 
ing to this province or since and bad not 
curried out. Under the circumstances the 
piKjple could depend upoii It that the 
pledges would be carried out. The most 
wild outcries against hiai arose from the 
conviction that he meant what he said,, 
which would not salt those who wiae oli- 
Jei-tlug. lie had always had the uliiiost con- 
lideiice In the electors, knowing llnit when 
they understood a nuestloii tlicy would be 
Irue to theuiijelves. Altlioiigh the papers 
W'Te all against liliii, the rMnl< iiinl tile 
were with blm, not on account of any feel- 
ing for himself or the members of the gov 
eiaineiit, but because they believed from 
Ills past record that he would Insist in 
putting on the stutiite books at the ear 
llest moment, every plank In his inatforni, 
and that they would be beiii'llelal to the 
(irovlnce. He (dosed by expressing con- 
lldenee that he and his govermneut would 
be given the reins of power.

IN DARKEST SEATTLE. 

The Festive Burglar Gets in His Work 
With Safety. 

Seattle lias \i«.''.-U >vidu open with a 
vuugeunco since Saturday nifa'lit, saj-s the 
Seattle Times, lu (nilok «\ii;Oo.sslon rob- 
beries, hold-ups, cutting affrays, im ut- 
leuipted murder and suicivle and soV<!tai 
burglaries have occurred, flUd the city 
poiict; hardly know \v'liurt> to start in to 
'Ol^ar up the long U^t ef crimes and bring 
the desperadoes to iustlce. 

To-day the cells at police headquarters 
are full of alleged criminals and sus- 
pects. Still the police are forced to con- 
fess that there are enough criminals now 
at large in Seattle to populate a small 
town. They realize tlint if the city police 
force it to lie iucrcuscd, it cannot be done 
too soon. Crooiis have llockcd to Seattle 
from all parts of the continent, appar- 
ently, uud they have commenced work in 
a manner that shown conclusively that 
the.T have little fear of the authorities. 

Almost daily the patrolmen report the 
arrival here of Fome well-known criminal 
who, in years gone by, made Seattle his 
stamping groiiud. A big effort, it is true, 
is being made to rid the city of such 
characters, btit jis fast nn one is driven 
out, two or three, springing from no one 
knows where, take his place. 

In certain purls of the city where nu- 
merouii burglaries have taken place re- 
cently—notably on Maynard avenue and 
Queen Anne liill — the residents arc living 
almost in a. state of terror. It ifl said 
that they have armed themselves and 
without asking any questions or waiting 
for any e.^planationa will shoot down the 
iiuhifitrious liouscbreaker who has worked 
with tiucli reniarkiilile success during the 
past fortnight.

Washington, iturch 117.— Secretary 
Hay to-day submitted to Congress the 
correepoudcncu had with the governments 
of other nations respecting the mainten- 
ance of tin "open door" in Ohiiia. The 
correspoudeucc extended over a period .of 
time from September last to the liOtli 
in.sl., the last date marking the coniplc- 
liriii of the undertaking. The nations 
■addressed on this subject by the United 
Stales were Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many, Itusdia, Italy and Japan. On 
Seplcuilier U the slate department ad- 
dressed to the American ambassadors in 
London, BerUn and St. l^etersburg, 
copies of a "formal declaration" setting 
out the desires of the American govern- 
ment in the matter of the "open door. ' 
Italy and Japan were simllurly addretis- 
ed about a mouth later. While the form- 
al declaratious seat to the ambassadors 
were smiliar iu each casi', yet the otllcers 
each adopted a ditfereut phraseology in 
adUressiug iheuiselveti to the govern- 
meiils to which they were accrcilited. 
tile fnini ot conveyance clio.scu by Aui- 
!i:it-.-mior ChoiUc in a mile to the LiriUsh 
guviruiucnl uas as follow.-.: 

■•.\ty Lord; 1 am iiistnn-lcil by the 
secretary of state to iircseiit to yuuf 
Lordshjp a matter wliicii tin! I'rcsideiit 
regards as of great aiiil eiiual iiiiporiaiicc 
to Great Britain ami the (_ iiitcu States 
m the maintenance of trade and coui- 
merci' iu the Last, in wliicli the iiileret-ts 
ol tlie two nations diller, not in cliarac- 
ler, but ill degree only, ami to asK Inr 
action on the part of ilcr .\hijcsty'.s gov- 
eriinieut which llic I'rcciiiU'nt conceives to 
be 111 e.vact concord witii it.s uniformly 
ilcciareil iiolicy ami traditions and wiiich 
will greatly proinute the weiiare or com 
merce. 

"ile uiiderstauds it to he the settleil 
policy and purpose of lireat linlain not 
to use any privileges which may iV 
granted to it ill China as :i means of c.\ 
cludnig any couimercial rivals, and that 
freedom ot trade for it iu that empire 
means freedom of trade for all the worla 
alike. Her .Majesty's government while 
conceding by formal agreemeuta with 
Germany and Itussia the possession of 
'spheres of iuUueuce or interest' in Cliint 
in which they are lu enjoy special ngbis 
and privilegcis, particularly in respect .to 
raUways and mining enterprises, has at 
tlie same time sought to maintain what 
is commonly called the "open door' policy 
to secure to the commerce and navigation 
of all nations equality of treatment 
within 6uch sphere. 

"The maiuteuauce of this policy is 
urgently demauded by the couimercial 
comiuunities of our two nations alike, as 
It is justly held by theiu to bo the only 
one which Will Improve existing cundi- 
tions, enable them to maintain their posi- 
tions iu the markets of China and e.'c- 
teiid their future operatioiiB. 

"While the government of the United 
States will in no way commit itself to 
any recoguitiuu of the exclusive rights 
of nay power within or control over any 
portion of the Chinetie Empire, under 
.such agreements as have been r^icently 
made, it cannot coucul its opvirebenaious 
that there is danger uf complications 
arising between treaty powers which 
may imperil the rights insured to the 
United States by its treaties with China. 

"It is the sincere desire of my gov- 
ernment that the interests of its eitizenti 
may not be prejiidivetl through exclusive 
treatipont by nay of the controlling 
powers within their rospccti'e 'auln-TOn of 
iutereet" in China and it hopes to re- 
tain there an open market for all tlie 
world's commerce, remove dangerous 
sources of iuternatioual irritation iiiul 
thereby hasten united action o£ Ulu 
yywerij at relvin to iironiote ndmiiiistra- 
tivQ l-ufurins so greatly needed for 
strengthening the imperial govorunlelll 
and maintaiiiiii),' the integrity uf China, 
in which it believes (lie whole Western 
world is alike concerned. It believes that 
such a result may be greatly aided and 
advanced by declarations by the various 
pov-'cr.", cla;;;:;:;;; '.spheres of interest' iu 
China as to their iutentions iu regard to 
the treatment of foreign trade and com- 
merce therein, and that the pl"!seut is ft 
very favorable moment for 'informing 
Her Majwdy's goverument of -the dositt! 
of the Uiiiteil Slate« to have it 'mak« on 
its own part and to loud itH ipoi*t-rful 
support in the effort to obtaih 'frWEIi each 
of the various powers olailhihg 'spheres 
of interest' in China a iflotiiaration sub- 
stantially to the folloW'iifjr effect: 

"1. That it will in no wise interfere 
with any treaty port or any vested in- 
terefit within any so-called 'sphere of in- 
terest' or I6ascd territory it may have 
in China. 

"2. That the Chinese treaty tariff for 
the time being' shall apply to all merchan- 
dise landed or shi{)ped to all such ports 
as are within 'spheres of Interest' (un- 
k'fis they be free ports), no matter to 
what nationality it may belong, and that 
duties so leviable shall be collected by the 
Chinese government. 

"3. That it will levy no higher harbor 
dues on vessels of another nationality 
frequenting any port in fiuch 'sphere' 
tljan shall be levied on vewels of its own 
nationality, and no higher railway 
charges over lines built, controlled or 
operated within its 'sphere' on nierchan- 
dies belongiiiK to citizens or subjectK cf 
other n:itioiialities transported through 
fiueh 'sjihere' than shall \n) levied on 
similar merchandise belonging to its own 
nationality transported over eiiual iliri- 
tancc." 

The President has strong reason to 
believe that the governments of both 
Russia and Germany will co-op(?rate in 
an understanding as is here i)roposed. 
The recent ukase of His .Majesty the 
Emperor of Russia, declaring the port 
of Talienwun open to the merchant 
ships of all nations during the whole 
ter.'Vi of the lease under which it is to be 
held by Uussia. removes all uncertainty 
as '0 the lib(>riil and conciliatory policy 
of that power, and jiistifies the e-\pecta- 
tiuns thiiL Ills Majesty would accede to 
the siiniliir reiiuestH ot the United 
States now being jiresentod to him, and 
make the desired declaration. The ro- 
teut . action. of Gormanyju declaring the 
port of Kino' Ohou n free' port, and the 
altl which " jts government ' have given 
China in .establishing^.^ their' ChincaQ < cus- 
tom house, ;coupled -nvitlitoral i'&s'^urance 
given the United States by Germany 
that the interests of the United States 
iMlh its citizens within its "sphere" 
would 111 no wise be affected by its oc- 
cupation of this portion of the province 
Of^Shan Tung, encourage the belief that 



little opposition is to be anticipated; to 
the present request for a similafc declara- 
tion from that powrjr. 

" It is needless also to add that 
Japan, the power ne.xt most largely in- 
terested in Chinese trade, must be in 
entire sympathy with the views herein 
expressed, and that its interests will be 
largely served by the proposed arrange- 
ment, and the declarationo oflts sttites- 
men within the last year are; so entirely 
in line with it that the co-operation ot 
tliat power is eonlUVently relied upon. 

"it is therefore with the greatest 
oieasiire that I present this matter to 
.vour Lordship's attention and urge its 
prompt consideration by Ilcr Majesty's 
government, believing that the action is 
in entire harmony with its consistent 
theory and purpose, and that it will 
greatly r».'dound to the bcneht and ad- 
vantage of all commercial tiations alike. 
The prompt and sympathetic co-opera- 
tion of Her Majesty's government with 
the United States in this important 
matter will be very potent in promoting 
its a<Ioption by all the powers con- 
cerned." 

.lust a week after the receipt of this 
imiiortant communication. Lord Salis- 
bury iicknowledged its receipt in a note 
promising to consult his <'olleagues on 
the proposition and meantime assuring 
.Mr. (,'hoate that " the policy consistently 
advocated by this country is one of 
securing equal opportunity for I lie sub- 
jects and citizens of all nations in re- 
gal d to commercial enterprise in China, 
and from this policy Her JInjosty's 
government has no intention or desire 
to depart." 

A month later came the informal an- 
swer of the Hritish governiuent, under 
ilale .Voveiiiber ;!0, 1800, as follows, 
aiMnssed to Mr. ChoatC: "I have 
iiuicli pleasure in informing your E.\- 
eelleiicy that Her .Majesty's goverii- 
nii'Ut will lie prefiareir to make a declar 
atioii in the sense desired by your gciv- 
erntiient in reganl to the leased terri- 
tory of Wei-llai-Wei iiiid all territory 
in ("hiiin which may hereafter be ae- 
(liiired by Great Britain, by lease or 
<illierwise. anil all 'spheres of interest' 
miw ludil, or that may be hereafter held 
by her in China, provided that siiii 
declarations ;iri^ iniule by other pnw 
coiH-eriied." 

The last act in the negotiations, that 
which clinclied the ngreeiiieiil. was tin 
des|iateh on the 2(itli instant to the 
.\uieriean diplomatic representatives at 
the capitals ot the .several countries 
concerned ot identical instructions, 
couched in tlu> following terms: 

" Sir,— The government having ac- 
<-epled the declaration suggested by liu 
I'nited Stales concerning foreign trade 
in China, the terms of which were 
Iransmitted to yoti, and like iictiou hav- 
ing been taken by the various powers 
having leased territory or so-called 
' sjihercs of interest ' in the Chinese 
empire, as shown by the notes I lierebv 
transmit to you, you will please inforiii 
the government to which you are ac- 
credited that the condition originallv 
attached to its acceptance, that all 
other powers concerned should likewise 
accept the proposals of the United 
States, having been complied with, this 
government will therefore consider the 
arisi-iit given to it as fiutil and definite. 

" You will nhso transmit to the minis- 
ter for foreign affairs copies of present 
enclosures and on the same occasion 
convey to him the expression of the 
sincere gratitic.ition which the President 
feels nt the successful termination of 
these iiegoiiations. in which he sees 
pronf of the frieiiilly siiirit which ani- 
mates till- various powers interested in 
the untranimelled ilevelopnient of com- 
merce and industty in the Chinese em- 
pire, iiml a source of vast benefit to the 
whole commercial world."

And this would con- 
tinue for yf'flrs, imlll a general greater vol- 
ume of business was well establlshi^d wllh- 
oiitilaklng Into aci/uunt any outside sources 
nf e.xteuded commerce and the advance of 
the tales'. 

I nift'iataln that my ostlmates of the gross 
revenu-e is fair and reasonable, and this 
the rC'Veniie coniinlttce llnil to be the case; 
and that the ordinary revenue Is ample to 
meet the fixed charges, I maintain that, 
under these clrcumstauc^s, and considering 
the enormous advantages It otters to the 
city of Victoria, It wou'.d bo a sound and 
wise proposition for the citizens to endorse 
and prosecute by every means In their 
power. 

Your coTTc'Hpondent Is entirely In error in 
staling that industries that now are free 
ot \vhavfuge would be taxed. Industries 
fhat now are free from wharfage charges 
represent so much capital embarked In 
tlieir premises on which Interest has to be 
calculated, which they have to maintain, 
and on which they have to pay taxes. The 
premlueB would he bought out and out and 
the vendors could. If they are bo disposed, 
embark the capital bo obtained at 
greater advantage plBCWhcrc. The pro- 
perties so obtained would be lot at rents 
eclual to a low rate of Interest (approxi- 
mately U tier cent.) on the purchase; maln- 
tennni'i', taxes and Improved facilities for 
business (not the least of which woulil be 
free aceesN In .'1(1 feel of water) being cov- 
ered hy a small wharfage rate, which would 
nnally adjust Itsi'lf as a tnrllT. This can 
only lii> selllcd l>y i-xperlence gained Jn the 
liort Itself and coiiinilssloners. 

The sclieme Is wimethlng more than self- 
Ropporllng fro'ii tlie llrst, and would eon- 
llime to develop with the increase of trade, 
but never fastiT than permitted hy the 
actual revenui' obtalaed from the iinder- 
Inlilng. .\s a public work It would form a 
liernianent Hoiine of employment to the 
wage earning iKijiiihitlon, and ot course 
with Increased population a parallel in- 
crease In the general prospprlty of Vic- 
toria.

SMALLPOX AT ■\\:HATCX>M. 

Rassian Immigrants Bring the Dread 
Disease — Citizens Much Alarmed. 

Xew Whatconi, March l!,").— The coun- 
ty oUicialti did practically no business 
yesterday owing to the presence of the 
smallpox in the county jail, which occu- 
pies the basement ot the building. The 
treasurer's olUce, though not quarantin- 
ed, was cloticd all day. The attorneys of 
the city refused to transact business in 
tho court-room so Judge Hadley held 
court in the city hall. 

To-day the thirteen Russians who 
brought the disease to the jail vrilJ be 
removed to tents, which have been erect- 
ed in a vacant tract near the court houiso. 
'J'he gaol will then be fumigated and 
business will be resumed as soon as pos- 
sible. 

There Ls as yet only one case among 
the iininigrautti. The disease w^is con- 
tracted by them on shipboard in crossing 
the Atlantic. They wore landed at Au- 
gusta, Me., and it was not until the Rus- 
sians now in gaol here were on their waj 
West that tin? Augusta health olHcers dis- 
covered there wati tiinallpox in the steer- 
ago ot the vessel. Tracers were sent out, 
but the infected immigrants wcuo not lo- 
saled until after they had landed in the 
Whatconi gtiol and one child had broken 
out with the disease. 

Owing to , the wholesale exposures 
among the curiously inclined citizena and 
echool teachers who visit(^d tlie gaol prior 
to the appearance ot tlie disease, .the 
drug stores have done a rushing business 
in disinfectants and the doctorn ihavo 
btH!ii busy vaccinating the cautityis. 

Tho thirteen Russians, "who were lirst 
detahiod as pauper .iiliens, will be .per- 
mitted to go on their way to Taconia as 
soon as they are free from diseatie. They 
^lauiigcd to scratch up about JJIJOO, which 
Uiey had hidden tibout their clothes. 
When lir.st examined by the in-spector 
they showed only about $3, not under- 
standing that he waf jm oihcer of the 
law and being fearful '"f robbery;— -Post- 
Intelliaencer.
